3. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
could not alone or in combination anticipate or make obvious an apparatus with a first 
shear comprising a first cutting element slidably secured to a base and a second cutting 
element pivotally secured to the first cutting element along with a second shear 
comprising a third cutting element slidably secured to a base and a fourth cutting element 
pivotally secured to the first cutting element 

The most pertinent prior art, SHULTZ, discloses an apparatus for bending sheet 
metal, but does not disclose a first cutting element slidably secured to a base and a second 
cutting element pivotally secured to the first cutting element. McCLURE ET AL 
discloses a sheet metal cutter using a pivoting blade, but does not disclose a shear 
comprising a first cutting element slidably secured to a base and a second cutting element 
pivotally secured to the first cutting element. MILES discloses a cutter movable on a 
base, but not slidably secured to the base.
